J have feen aman who had 
deceived thoufands a certain preacher 
from America, who came hither to fill his 
pockets for the fuke of tke gofpel in foreign 
parts 1 once faw this crafty mendicant 
repelled by a fingle glance of Mr. Mildmay’s 
eye. He perceived the confufion-———owing 
to one word inadvertently dropped that no 
perfon befides took any notice of. By in- 
tuition, as it were, Mr, Mildmay faw the 
reafon of it; and in five minutes time had 
analyfed this audacious impoftor’s heart by 
a kind of intellectual chemiftry that pe- 
netrated the moft compact fubitances, and 
found out the moft fecret principles of ‘their 
compontion, 

You may well fuppofe, my good reader, 
that a man of Mr. Mildmay’s acute difcern- 
ment could be no hearty friend to metho- 
difm and /ay-preaching.

I would not touch their perfons 
tur policy or fer confcience-fake; but if 
they will be fo forward as to preach, and 
people will be fo foolith as to hear, it is 
their own fault and they muft anfwer for it 
themfelves. If we cannot rationally con- 
vince the preacher, or fairly difabufe the 
hearer, we muft leave the one to the tri- 
umph of prefumption, and the other to 
the enjoyment of delufion.

That quinteflence of the myftical life which 
abftraéts the foul from every thing human 
and annihilates the old man of the hear’ 
rarifies and mounts thofe fublime preachers 
upwards, on the fubtle and etherea] wing of 
fpirit, till they are fafely lodged in thoje 
caftles which faith and fancy build in the 
air; which no common eye can fee, and no 
human inftrument touch ! To be ferioys: 
a man of this caft, who entertains fo very 
mean an opinion of reafon as to {corm to 
fubmit his more exalted fentiments and con. 
victions to fo uncertain and degenerate 4 
ftandard, is proof againft argument and ra. 
tional perfuafion, and it is an attempt which 
ill bodes fuccefs to endeavour to reduce him 
by means which he is either very fufpicious 
of, or refolutely fet againft. If we cannot 
pals John Wefley’s ‘* immenfe cha/m upborn 
on eagle's wings”’—the great gulf that fe. 
parates nature from grace—we had better 
fit fill and enjoy their flight than rifgue 
our own fafety. 

If (continued Mr. Mildmay) a perfon, 
whofe head is fanaticatly turned, lookin 
around him in the world, fhould obferve tha: 
what he imagines to be THE Trut# is 
but fuperficially attended to by minifters 
and people :—if he be one of a good ftock 
of aflurance, and efpecially if he be puthed 
on by others who have either the folly or 
the hypocrify to flatter his abilities and fpi- 
ritual gifts: if fuch a one fets up fora 
preacher, and thinks himfelf moved by fome 
fecret impulfe‘rom Heaven to exercife his 
talents, you will find it fignify very little to 
attempt the filencing of that man by reaion 
or fcripture, while. the more powerful, 
home-felt impreflions of ‘his own mind are 
againft vou and your arguments. Violent 
oppofition of them is put down to the ac- 
count of perfecution for righteoufnefs-iake, 
and is only a new motive added to the peo- 
ple’s flattery and their own conceit to ex- 
cite them to perfeverance. And as it is 
impolitic fo is it unchriftian. The wifdom 
that cometh from above is peaceable as well 
as pure; and a clergyman (faid Mr. Mild- 
may, looking full in the face of the Oxv- 
nian hero) a clergyman, Sir, thould~be the 
jaf perfon in the world to mix in the te 
mult and outrage of a dirty rabble.”

depart {0 widely from the direétions of 
their writings; contriving ceremonies 
and forms of worthip, different to any 
authority thence to be derived; and 
ufing invocations of whimfical ima- 
gination: on the other hand, whence 
can it happen that thofe who call thems 
felves the reformed, fhould chufe to re- 
tain in their prayers and forms of wor- 
fhip many of thofe fuperflitious ad- 
dreffes, that formerly feemed to give 
them fo much offence? Every attempt 
to reitore primitive fimplicity, in the 
worfhip of the great fupreme, has been 
{tiled innovation; bur the innovators 
were the men who firlt invented thofe 
verbofe complex addrefles,» that have 
been fo plentifully provided, and fuper- 
ititioufly adopted; the frequently re- 
peating of thefe, has been called ferving 
God, an expreflion of vanity; he needs 
no fervice atour hands, but expects 
that we ferve one another: prayer and 
thank/eiving, ave duties comprehended 
under the titleof worthip; to render thefe 
fimple and rational, would be highly 
ferviceable to the caufe of true piety.

As the intercoufe 
between the different nations has gra- 
dually enlarged the underftandings of 
mankind, this ftory has by the moft 
fenfible part of the country been treated 
with becoming ridicule; but the vulgar 
are ftill Joth to loofe their favourite 
legend. Ihave met with at leaft twenty, 
who have repeatedly feen him; and 
the Irifh in this country look on that 
{pring to promife an unprofperous 
Jeafon, in which he does not make his 
appearance amongft them. Of his 
caitle, there only remains an old turret, 
to which is annexed a modern barrack, 
containing at prefent two companies of 
the 34th regimentof foot. ‘This ifland 
is about two miles long and. amile and 
half broad; confitts of rich pafture 
ground, is well ftocked with cattle, and 
has about three decent cottages on it. 
In walking over this {pot nothing can 
be more pleafing than the different 
breaks through the trees on the lake, 
iflands, and furrounding mountains, 
Hence, failing by two rocks, beautifully 
fretted by the waves, and picturefquely 
covered with arbutus, we came to Mu- 
crafs, the feat of Mr, Herbert, fituated 
at the fouth eaftern extremity of the 
lake, dire&tly under the mountain of 
Mangefton. Why Mr. Derrick fhhould 
extol this feat as a prodigy of beauty 
I am at a lofs to conceive! The fitua- 
tion is fine indeed; but the houfe is 
no more thana neat little box,and thegar- 
dens (excepting a fmall fhrubbery) are 
all in the old ftile, furrounded by high 
brick walls. Utility, not elegance, 
feems to have been ftudied here. At 
the end of the garden, amidtt a pretty 
clump of trees, ftands the remains of 
Mucrafs abbey. This ruin, although 
but fmall, is yet a very pretty objeét. 
Thechurch is entire, excepting the reof 
and wood-work, as are the walls of 
the cloifters, and feveral of the cells are 
yet remaining. In the center of the 
cloifter ftands the large(tt yew tree I 
have feen, which after rifing in a large 
italk to the height of the walls, then 
{preads itfelf into a thick umbrage, 
which exactly overfhadows the court 
below. The mind could not have con- 
ceived an object more capable of filling 
it with religious horror, nor could art 
have placed it in a more proper fituation, 
But what is ftill more capable of inipi- 
ring horror, although of a very different 
nature, is the number of ikulls and 
4 


other remains of human forms piled y 
in every nitch of the abbey—the f;, 
ments of broken coffins that cover the 
floor—and the fmell of PutrefaGtiog 
that {trikes you at your entrance, This 
method of expofing the dead is commo,a 
to the vith Catholicks, amongit whan 
a church anda charnel hovf are al. 
moft fynonimous terms. We poy 
coafted the promontary of Mucraj 
which ftretching out in length abou: 
3 miles, and in breadth about one, qj. 
vides the middle lake from the lower, 
This is a ftill richer fpot than Rof 
Ifland. The rock work onits thores ig 
channelled by the hand of nature into 
a vaviety of fantaflick forms. From 
every crevice {fprouts forth the Arbutus, 
The inner parts of this peninfula are 
finely diverfifiedwith groves of tall trees, 
lawns covered with the richett herbage, 
and little lakes of the cleareft water, 
This fpot is alfo pafture land and is 
well ftocked with cattle, Leaving 
this little paradife we now approach. 
ed Glenow. By far the mott pleaf- 
ing object on the lake. Imagine to 
yourfelf, Madam, a vaft mountain, 
rifing almoft in a perpendicular di- 
rection from the furface of the lake, co- 
vered from the water’s edge to within 
a third of its height, by every different 
foliage this climate produces. Vatt fo- 
reft trees intermixed with flowering 
fhrubs, here gently afcending in a 
{welling flope; there pendent from the 
top of a craggy precipice. Mark its 
fummit, naked The refidence of 
goats and mountain deer: at its foot 
a white cottage peeps from amidft the 
trees, and feems the habitation of a 
Crufoe. Being now almoft under the 
hill the horn was founded. The found, 
at firft by no means harmonious, 0M 
account of a wretched performer, was 





‘by the different hollows in the moun- 


tain foftened into notes of the molt 
pleafing melody. Not the breathing 
of a flute could have been fweeter, not 
could the harp of Solus have pro- 
duced a found more wild or uncommvn, 
It feemed the retponfe of the fairies, 
the wood nymphs, or fome other tyl- 
van inhabitant of thefe enchanting 
roves. We could have dwelt here 
almot for ever; but, time prefling, WE 
reluctantly took leave of this fcene © 
enchantment and proceeded along us 
fhores. Here we were employed o 
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trees that ftretch from two thirds of its 
heighth almott to the water's edge. In 
yticular we remarked an holly tree 
‘ducing fpontaneoufly from its trunk, 
sna, a birch, a yew tree, and a white 
shorn. We now failed under Tomes, 
an higher mountain than Glenow, but 
thas not thofe beautiful breakings in 
ts afcent that render the other fo pic- 
rurefque. Its fummit 1s divided into 
wo peaks and is generally covered with 
deer. This is the moft eaftern of that 
chain of hills which ftretch trom Kil- 
laney to the Wettern fea, Here we 
again founded the horh. The echo 
was indeed a fine one; but it was a 
fill echo that refponded; it was not 
thefairy melody of Glenow: coatting 
this hill we were ftartled with the found 
ofa waterfall, and making dire&tly to 
the found feon came in bght of one of 
the pretticlt cafcades that I have feen. 
This cafeade is formed by a rivulet 
which rifing in the higheit fteep of 
Tomes, after a rapid courie down the 
woods that fhades its fides, at length 
precipitates it itfelf in two falls of 
about fifty feet each within an hundred 
yards of the lake. This fall has not 
indeed the heighth of that at Lidford 
rear’ Plymouth; but then it 1s more 
woken and variegated inits form. The 
jurrounding rocks have more the ap- 
pearance of wild nature, and the chan- 
icl of the rivulet is loaded with huge 
fones over which the water murmurs 
votil it lofes itfelf in the lake. At the 
toot of the rock whence it precipitates 
ell, it has formed a deep bafon of 
the purelt water, which my claffical 
illow traveller cails the Fountain of 
Diana; and we were not a little fur- 
puized to find almott every rock around 
uscovered with an Englifhgarden- flower 
tilled London pride. Having now fur- 
veyed almott all the principal beauties 
ot thelower lake we fteered for *Innis- 
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fallin, 
orem twelve acres, feated in the centre 
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a circular ifland containing 
of the lake. I doubt if the moft ex- 
quifite matter in the art of gardening, 
affifted by the purfe even of a fovereign 
prince, could colleét more natural beau- 
ties than are to be found in this little 
fpot, or place them together to greater 
advantage. Nature in forming it feemed 
to have wifhed to have convinced art of 
her infinite fuperiority overhim; andthen 
to have banithed him for ever from this 
her favourite fpot, by leaving ne place 
for his reception in this ifland; at 
prefent tenanted by an herd of cattle. 
We had determined to dine in Lord 
Kenmure’s little fummer houfe, which 
he has ereéted for the accomodation of 
travellers; butas the day was fine, we 
{pread our cloth under the ruined walls 
of the abbey of Fallin. Who this Fallin 
was I know not! but whoever he was, 
he muft have exifted long fince; as 
report informs us that this abbey was 
in ruins 500 years before Mucrafs 
Abbey was built. Little now remains 
of it you may naturally fuppofe. Four 
bare walls enclofing a {quare court are 
all its veftiges; but it was rendered 
remarkable a few years fince by a very 
uncommon circumftance; wiz. The 
refolution of one + Drake an hermit to 
make it his place of retirement. ‘This 
man (adefcendant of Sir Francis Drake) 
being of a whimlical turn of mind, and 
having met with fome misfortunes in 
lite, removed from the rock of Lifbon, 
where he had fecluded himlelf for fome 
years, to this place. He appeared 
cloathed in a long robe, with a flowing 
beard, and bearing two human {kulls. 
He flept on a pallet of ftraw amidft 
the ruins of the abbey, placing one 
ikull at his head, the other at his feet. 
This feeming fanétity begot in the 
people a great opinion of him; but 
after a ten months refidence in this 
ifland,

Fayed in its Rile and COMPU/itions 
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and, having been furprized in liquor 
he fell into difrepute; and leaving this 
fpot retired to Mucrais; whence (after 
a twelve month's penance amidit the 
horrors of that charnel-houfc) he de- 
camped on a quarrel with Nivs iderbert, 
and has not been heard of fince. After 
an hearty meal we again got on boar, 
and fiiling by two illands, the one 
craggy and filled with 3 ibbirs the 
other a barren rock called Dogncnve’s 
prifon, being the fput (if we believe tra- 
dition) in which thar famous man con- 
fined his eldett fon fora breach of his 
Jaws, we returned hrgaly ished to 
Rofs Cattle. Having a |! hour 
before funfet, we now bini cour courte 
towards the ruins of the cla cathedral 
of Aghadoe, feated on an high hiil 
about three miles north of Koillainey. 
This ftpot altho’ it has not even the 
veftive of a building on it, excepting 
the charch, has yet thefee of a bithop- 
rick annexed to that of Limerick. 
The Cathedral, which feems to have 
been more contemptible than one of 
our meanelt parifh churches, is now 
entirely inrains. ‘The four walls alone 
remaining, and fragments of human 
fkeletons are notonly difperfed over 
the floor of the church, as at Mucrais, 
but even icattered in great abundance 
for above twenty yards around it. 
From this fpot, we had a fine view cf 
the lower lake by twilight, and, in 
particular, of che high mountains called 
AEG Cuddys Keeks, on the upper 
Juke. Thofe mountains rift yp almof 
perpendicularly in three high peaks, 
each peak being covered within a third 
of its top, by a black thunder cloud, 
the fummit appearing again ata great 
heighth in the pure ether above, pre- 
fented one of the molt firiking objeéts 
I have at any time beheld. On the 
morrow, we again embarked at Rois 
Cattle, and after failing by Innisfallin 
foon found a narrow paflage opening 
between Gicnow onthe one fide anda 
rocky iflind calleai Dinis on the other. 
We now entered this flraight which 
communicates between the upper and 
the lower lakes; and which on account 
of the different windings in the river 
that forms it, isabout 7 miles in length, 
although the real diftance between thefe 
picces of waer cannot be much above 
thiec. It is impothb'e to conceive a 
more fwiking contralt to the fott beau- 


ties of ‘the lower lake, than is to be 
found in this paflage. It winds amidg 
Vv ut hills: fome rugged, {cattered with 
ro cks : others fhag ged with lofty trees 
Rat aicenaing on a gentle flope as x 
Gienow, but tottering on very crace 
ane ciatping the naked rock with thei 
broad roots; feeming as it were to 
ftrugsle tor a foundation, There 
you may behold the mountains wild 
und airriguous, breken in a thoy, 
fand precipices 3 here you may trace 
the channels hollowed in their fies 
by the Cataracts that pour from thei 
fummits ! thele cataracts when iwollen 
by rain mut prefent a moft magnificent 
objedt, but alas! the feafon had bee 
diy tor fome time palt. Employed ia 
contemplating thefe awful fcenes, we 
afuott imperceptibly arrived at the 
fasle’s Airy, ‘This airy is a vat pre 
ciprce of red marble rifing from the 
river in a pyrinudical form to the 
heighth of 1sce feet. For three fourths 
of its heighth (where the rock will 
admit) it 1s covered with forett trees; 
it has a wood at sts feet; and its fum. 
mit tsa naked crage; the macceflivie 
rehiience of the eagle! This precipice, 
although from its form and colour it 
is the fineft I have feen when viewed as 
a fixgle olyect, yet lofes mucii of its 
real heighth when compared with the 
mouniains that furround it. *Chedder 
appears confiderably higher: even the 
rock at + St. Vincent’s well, feems 
almoit as high. But this effet is 
owing to the advantage of their fitua- 
tion in having no furrounding hills of 
fupertor hemshth, neither of the above 
mentioned precrpices being near fo lofty 
inreality. Being feated under a hank 
fronting the face of the rock we were 
furprized by fudden notes iiuing ast 
were from the rock itlel!f, tull, loud 
and tonorous, as from the deepelt pipes 
of an orzan:—the whole body of tne

Leaving this fpot we again enter- 
ed our boat, proceeding along the 
channel towards the upper lake, the 
hilis Rill continue to rife with uncom. 
mon boldne:s! we try feveral echos: 
—Fine indeed! but not to be compared 
with that which we had left behind: 
one however repeats diftinctly nine 
sotes of the horn. ‘The mountain deer 
that peep down on us from every Cragg, 
add tothe wildnefs of the frene. We 
nowenter the upper lake ‘This lake, 
although it is not above half the fize 
ofthe other, yet fills the philofophic 
evewith a fcene of fuch commanding 
grandeur, as mutt efface every prior 
impreflion it had received from a prof- 
pect of the more delicate graces of na 
ture. This little trantparent lake, 
having on its furface eleven beautiful 
littlenflands,is on al! fides enclofed with 
arampart of fuch itupendous moun- 
tains, as feem from ther he:ghth, and 
perpendicular form, to have been in- 
tended by nature asa boundary to her 
alm—an inacceflible harrier to ttop 
le inquifitive traveller, who would 
‘hly attempt to pry into ¢dis her mott 
lavouritereceis. Butto bea little inore 
particular; amongit the iflancds on this 
lake, which we now took a view of, the 
Usk Iard is the largeft. It is about 
as larce as that of Innisfallin: at one 
tid ithas a fmall wood of oak; the 
leitof it 1s a rock, and bruth wood. 
Some way from this is the Eagle's 
Ifand, fo called from its being the 
eidence of that king of birds. Land- 
ing here we were with fome little dif- 
ficulty of the way conduéted to his nett, 
uit on a low crage by the water, 
aid which confilts of nothing more 
than a few loofe fticks and fome heath 
earelefSly laid on a flat rock. Of the 
Sheriflands in this lake it is fufficient 
to fay that they are fmall, rocky, and

fhrubs, that there is fcarcely room for 
footing, except in a little cove where we 
landed. Ar going on ihore we were 
furprized with the appearance of two 
moit extraordinary habitations. The 
largeft (in which we {pread our cloth) 
is about 30 feet Jong and 7 broad. 
Poles are fet in the ground inclining 
towards each other until their tops 
meet; within three feet of the top croés 
beams are let in to fupport them. The 
{paces between the poles are filled 
up with a watling of finall facvot ttivs. 
A covering of mois is laid over the 
whole. In the inlide we perceived no 
other furniture than a tew fedges tirewed 
on the floor, and a mattra(s of the fame 
materialsin onecorner. ‘The other hut 
placed at about three yards drftance 
from this, ts of about half the fize. 
We found in this a fire-place, an hole 
on its top for the conveyauce of imoke, 
a {pit formed of wood, and a few other 
kitchen utenfils of the (ame materials, 
Guels ou difappomtment, when we 
were told that this was neither the ha- 
bitation of an hermit, a wild Indian, or 
a Cruloe, but of one Mr. Rowning a 
gentleman pofleffed of about 6001. per 
ann. near Cork, and who tpeids nine 
wmionths out of the twelve in this place; 
and that not with a view of admiring 
the awful fcenes that furround him, 
but merely for the fake ot deitroying 
an extraordinary quantity of Grouie! 
I know of no {pot more fuited to a 
contemplative difpoftion than this —In 
your front rifes an high mountain co. 
vered with flate rock, on which the fun 
darting his beams tnges ‘with a glow- 
ing purple. In your back ground; a 
catara& 70 feet high dathes over a 
black precipice. The entrance of the 
lake on your right hand is hid from 
your view by vait hills; and on your 
left rife the reeks of MI‘SGilly Cuddy, 
their fummits being loft amidft the 
clouds. If any circumftance could 
have added to the magnificence of fuch 
a {cene it was this, that the fog, which 
had hitherto cevered every bill with 
darknels, being dilps ried by the wind 
refolved itfelf into gloomy clouds, witch 
now almott concealing the fun, and 
now beiny prerced through by tts beams, 
caft an alternate light and thade over the 
profpectt. In our return to the lower 
lake we pafied through the :niddle iake, 
which is only divided from it by the 
promontory of Mucrals. Itis about

Gis lordthip contended, «hat 
an 2ét disfrancnifing any clafs of ‘vhyjeéts 
wou'd b¢ an enormous violation of the 
Britih confiitution, and he eéxprefied his 
durprife that a bill of fuch magnitude fhould 
be brought forward (0 late in the feflion, but 
o$ that could not now be remecied, he called 
upon their lorcthip:, deliberately and mature~ 
ly to weigh allt . confeq ences thet would 
refuit from pafling fucn a bill into a law, 
contrary to evéry: rule of equity; for no 
crim: had been proved apgaintt thot bedy of 
nen orany individva! of them, who are to 
be deprived of one of their dearef rights by 
J. They had not been tried and con- 
wieted by any jury, and therefore it was rile 
as weil as’ crue!, te ound an aét of pare 
Fadtsfufficicnily 
} tae grou don which laws 
tor the removsi of eviis fhovila be built. 
Karl Martfeld fopportea the op:nion of 
ocethur, and ceclsred that he fhovid 
vote with bim againft the commitment of 
the pill, Hie lorofhip urged the danger of 
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edm iting innovations on theold eftablihed 
¢ nibcution of the realm. He abked the 
friends of che biily if making all contrads 
with government tree to cvery fubj-é, open. 
ly in tue face of day, would not aniwer all 
the good purpofes intended by the bill, 
Without Gepriving any fet of men of thote 
rights ana priveleges, the enjoyment of 
which had been fanétified to them by the 
confiitution of their country, and by great 
length of time, 

The Bijhop of Chefler declared he could 
Not give his affent toa bill, the principle 
of which he confidered as unchiiftian-lke 
and uncharitable, for it meant to cenfure, 
to condemn, and to punifh men, upon 4 
probability of corruption, without offer ing 
any proot of its «xiftence. His lorafhip 
likewile objected to it as an ex poft fakto law, 
which of all others was the moft dangerous 
in this land of liberty, and he concluded 
with offering an expedient in lieu of the bill, 
Which was, to make it a criminal offence in 
any miniftry to enter into a contraét with a 
member of parliament. 

The remaining fpeaker againft the bill 
was Lord Dudley Ward. The moft ample 
reply in <fuppore of it was given by Led 
Camden nearly in the following words:— His 
lordthip faid, that he had weighes and Come 
fidered the argumie ats vied againit the ae 
mitment of the bill; and as the noole Jore 
on the woolfack ¢:fe:ved in every thing tht 
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1782. 
fei from him, the great: ft and the higheft 
efor, he liftened with care to every wi rd 
dat fell from him: but fech was his un 
grtanding, that he could not find out any 
gue proper reefon fcr agreeing to the dc étrine 
iid down by the noble lord, Nay, he was 
fyoriet, how ingenuity could have perplex- 
ed, or how great abilities could have labour- 
eto mflrad one of the fimpleft and plaineft 
propefiiions in the world. Tt was a faét 
weli known, and his lor thip faid he was 
nt shamed to come forward with the 
wowal, that the admin ftration of this 
unity had been cerrupte’, for the laf 
twenty years, to a moft the meful, and a moft 
woiigat: degree. This pr-€&.ce of corruption 
mot be abolifhed, or the great work of the in- 
tended ef rmation ftopped immediately. The 
minifivial practic: in contra&ts was well 
known, and though the evidence of parti- 
culats could not be brought to the bar, the 
fit was (ubftantiated in the breafts of the 
public, and there was nota man could picad 
ignorance in his own mind, that coniracts 
tried to the prejudice of the free and un- 
biafled voice of parliament, The minifer 
was amerchant on one hand, and the con- 
tafiur was a merchant on the other, Each 
had his feparate views.

undue influence in the Hou of Commons, 
ever were and ftill continued the ‘ame. 
They were the principles of his heart, and 
he would never fwerve from them fo long 
as he lived. 

Lord Tiwnfbend, to point out the neceffity 
for tuch a bill faid, he fpoke from convice 
tion, that contraéts were dangerous, and 
that they had been moft thamefully abufed. 
His idea was, that the prefent bill was one 
great mea‘ur~ to deftroy undue influence, 

The Dukes of Richmond ind Grafton, and 
the Earl of Shelburne \ikewile advanced 
ftrony arguments in favour ot the bill, the 
letter particularly remarking that contracts 
had been made fo difsdvantageous to the 
public, and fo profitable to the contradiors, 
that they had amaficd princely fortunes, 
The Houfe divided upon the queftion, 70 
contents to 45 non-content:, whereupon the 
bill was committed. Some amendments 
were made in the committee, and then the 
bill being read the third time was fent back 
to the Commons with theamendments. But 
that Houfe not approving of the amendments, 
a conference was held by a deputation from 
both Houfes in the Painted Chamber, andthe 
bili finally paffed in its original ftate, the 
Lords having withdrawn their amendments. 





HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Thurfday, May 2. 

Mr. Crifp Molyneux moved for leave to 
bring in a bill to admit commodities of the 
growth or manufacture of St, Kit’s, Nevis 
aod Mont{errat (now in the hands of the 
French) to be imported into the ports of 
Great Britain and America, on the payment 
cf the duties uiuaily paid in thofe ports. 

Mr. Burke, feconded the motion, which 
he obferved encroached on the Navigation 
a&t, and thence took occafion to give it as 
his opinion that that celebrated 2é& ought 
to be totally repealed; for though it nad 
formerly been the fupport of our trade and 
navigation, the face of affairs was fo changed 
at prefent allover Europe, that itonly ferved 
to involve us in difficulties and difputes 
Without producing any national benefit,— 
Leave was given to bring in the bi moved 
for, 

Lord Fobn Cavendifh delivered to the 
clerk ameflage 18 writing, figned by his 
Majefiy, which Was afterwards read by the 
Soceker: to the following purport—** ‘Liat 
ic was with concern his Majefty was obliged 
to inform the Houfe, that his civil iif, 
notwithftanding the late payment of its debt, 
and the addition made to its income of 
300,000]. had gone confidcreably into ar- 
rear: that his majefty withed the prefente 
debt might be difcherged, and fuch meatures 
taken as fhould prevent the accumulation of 
any more in future: but, at the fame time, 

he 
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he wished that this might be done without 
burthening his fathful fubjeéts with any 
new pr ovition for his heulehoid; he wifhed 
that it might be done by retrenchments of 
unneceflery expences ; and for this purpofe 
he had caufed a plan of s:eformation to be 
made out, which he had given orders fhould 
be laid before the Houle, and which he 
called upon his taithfy! Commons to perfect, 
in the manner belt calculated to fupport the 
dignity of the crown, and promote tha 
generel benefit of the public, 

An acdrefs of thanks was voted without 

eppofi ition, and the confideration of the 
meflage was referred to a committee of the 
whole houle the following Monday, ‘This 
finale was terminated by a grant of 
30 ,0co'. to pay off the civi il Lift debt, to be 
railed by Exchequer bills and the principal 
and intereft to be paid off in fix years from 
the lavings to be mace by rctrenchments in 
fome of ithe houfeiold offices. 

Fridav, May 2. 

This day wil jong be difiingeifhed in the 
annals of par iement for the final, honorable 
determination of ‘he great queition concern- 
ing the facreanefs of the rights of the 
Ei. Gors of Great-Britain. Every year fince 
the uncer ftitutional reiolution patied in a 
former Houle of Commons, by which Jenry 
Lawes Luttrell! was declared duly elected a 
knight of the fhire for Middlefex, inflead of 
Mr. Wilkes, the friends of Mr. Wiikes 
and the conftitution, and Mr. Wilkes him- 
feif, as foon as he obtained a feat in prrtia- 
ment, have moved, but without fuccels tl 
this aay, that the faid reiolution fiould pe 
expunged fiom the journals.

operation in fimple fociety ; fo that it 
marks the advancement of human 
nature as certainly, though not in 10 
fhocking a manner, as a circumitance 
which a gentleman of much original 
obfervation once pointed out, wie 
travelling in a rich part of England, 
upon feeing a man hanging in chains 
on one fide of the road, ** Aye (fai 
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The effects of wealth may be abfo- 
Jutely defeated, if the “ ars fruendi— 
the art of enjoying It, be altogether 
wanting. If there be more fordidneis 
or more rapacity in a rich man’s cha- 
rater than will counterbalance the 
re(pect which the contemplation of his 
means of power and benevolence na- 
turally produce, he will be as much 
defpifed as a poor man, and hated 
hefides. Of this we have feen fo many 
inftances, that it mult be allowed the 
efe%s of wealth are not uniform and 
univerfal. 

There are men, on whom If have 
touched in my laft number, who have 
a kind of aguifh difpofition as to mo- 
ney. They will anxioufly fave for a 
long time, then commiffion expentive 
articles, and afterwards be miferable, 
when they reflect how they have en- 
tangled themfelves. They will make 
genteel _prefents, and then repent of 
what they have done. In fhort, ac- 
cording to the common ftrong expref- 
fon, they are at war with themfelves, 
and are objects of pity. I am parti- 
cularly forry when I fee a yiver of 
prefents fuffering uneafinefs from it; 
for I know nothing in which better 
economy may be difplayed, nothing 
where more value in kind remember- 
ance may be had forone’s money, than 
a judicious diftribution of prefents. 
A iilver falver, or drinking cup, which 
has not coft many pounds, has been 
the palladium of friendfhip between 
families for ages; and a bouk, or a 
ring, or fome other trinket of {mall 
colt, has ferved to animate and keep 
irefh, in diftant fituations, the mutual 
affectionate regard of individuals. 

The pain of parting with money, 
when there is a fettled paffion for fav- 
ing it, is very intenfe, and therefore I 
do not think the fimile of diftrefs in 
the parting of Macheath and Polly, 


« The mifer thus a thilling fees, 
Which he’s oblig’d to pay,” 


is juttly liable to the cenfure of being 
too ludicrous’ for the fubject. The 
get at parting of a highwayman and 
his miltrefs, or indeed of any other 
awe lovers, will itfelf feem rather lu- 
“icfous to people who are not at all

obferves, in his Theory of 


thofe who are in love. It has occurs 
red to me, that if a faving man is 
obliged to part with money, it is eafier 
for him to part with a large fum all at 
once than with many {mall fums. at 
intervals. There is but one pain in 
the firft cafe; whereas in the fecond, 
he is as it were torn piecemeal. It is 
eafier to have a tooth pulled out entire 
than that it fhould break in the ope- 
ration, and be drawn in ragged frag- 
ments, and fharp fplinters. This 
thought was confirmed to me the other 
day hy hearing a gentleman of fome 
talents declare, that he had completed 
the building of an expenfive new houfe 
in a fhort time, becaufe he loved mo- 
ney, and he felt the giving it away to 
be fo unealy to him, that he refolved 
to be rid of the pain as foon as pof- 
fible. 

The delufions of imagination are not 
more whimtical in any thing than in 
the paffion of faving; and it ought to 
be our ftudy by a vigorous exertion of 
reafon to correct them. A deep Hy- 
pochondria® has made many rich per- 
fons apprehend, with extreme dittrefs, 
that they were to die beggars, and 
{maller abfurd efieéts may be obferved 
in a variety of inftances. Thus aman 
will give a draught on his banker with 
ali imaginable eafe, but will hold hard 
cafh with an eager gripe. Vo iiluttrate 
this, there is a remarkable ftory of a 
noble duke, which I believe to be 
true. His nurfe having come to vifit 
him, he refolved to make her a prefent 
of ten guineas, and was fitting down 
to write an order to his fteward to pay 
her that fum, when it was fuggeited 
that the poor woman would take it as 
a much higher mark of regard to re 
ceive the money from his Grace’s own 
hand. The ten guineas were accord- 
ingly brovght to the duke. But when 
he faw the fhining pieces, and touched 
the gold itfelf, he could not think of 
parting with fo much; and he was oly. 
ferved to fteal five of the guineas into 
his own pocket, and give his nurfe 
only the half of what he had intended. 
Such a perverfity as this may certainly 
be cured, as may narrownefs and pro- 
digality in their different degrees, by 
clole attention to reality, and acquir- 
ing contrary habits. Narrownel{s 1s a 
difeafe of tenfion, Prodigality of re- 


laxation, and imtable remedies mutt 
be applied to each of them. As with- 
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oui judgement and thought a mancan- 
noi wilely fave} neither can he liberally 
fpend. A. wife man will have value 
for his faving, and not harter reputae 
tion too cheaply ; and a profufe icat- 
tering of money without rational de- 
fien, or clear intention, is not genero- 
ity. They who profit by the largefles 
of a perfon of that ghaiaftcr are no 
more obliged to him thar they are to 
the urcorfiicus clouds for fhedding 
refrefhing dews. Fo know when to 
fpend, and when to fpare, and how to 
exchange monev in the moft ad- 
vantageous manner for what it will 
procure, is the feience of good 
ceconomy, and he only who prac- 
tifes that fcience has the proper ufe 
of wealth. The French, whom J think 
remarkable for praétical good fenfe, 
are admrable ceconomifts, and con- 
trive to have more elegant Juxury at 
lefs expence than any othernation. I 
am not fure how much ceconomy 1s 
owing to a natural turn for it, and 
to what degree it may be attained; 
but I can have no doubt that the ex- 
tremes of Narrownefs and Prodigality 
may be thunned, and that we may im- 
prove more and more in the goldex 
mean. 

A more exquifite condenfation of 
what I wifh to recommend, cannot, 


in my opinion, be conceived, than the

entertaining in his. mafter’s abtence, 
I am afraid that in this age, there is 
too much appearance of refpeét to be 
procured by fplendid exertions of 
wealth, even in thole whom we de. 
fpife. But this is only appearance; 
and will not pafs but upon men natus 
rally dull or blinded by grofs vanity, 
The found, fhrewd, and clear-fighted, 
will fee the tmpolition and avoid it. 
Not only fhocking vices, but a weak 
underitanding, a diminutive or a clum- 
fy figure, a trifling or a rultick mane 
ner, will difappoint the tmportance of 
fortunc. It was with juft wit obferved 
of a little poor-looking man, who had 
a handfome chariot, ‘* I profefs heis 
a difgrace to his own equipage.” 

We do not feel the pleafure of fav- 
ing till there is a fair beginning of a 
fund, To gather money is like making 
a colleétion of medals or of any thing 
elfe. When one ‘has but a com or 
two it does not feem worth while to 
lay itup. But as foon as there is a 
vifible flock, the defive of encreafing 
arifes. Gathering money has this great 
advantage over every other fpecies of 
gatherinc, that inflead of there being 
an annual Jofs upon the collection 
there is an annual gain; and indeed 
the (cience of compound interef:, when 
it has once taken pofleffion of the mind 
with its luminous magnifying powtl 
mult operate fteadily and to admiration.

Our lo& on this occafion was very trifling, 
whilft the enemy’s was very confiderable 
both in cavalry and infantry, We had but 
one fubaltern officer killed, none wounded, 
4nd about 700 rank and file killed, wounded, 
and miffing. 

After relieving V !lere on the gth of Noe 
vember, which in four or five days more mutt 
either have been evacuated or given up to the 
enemy, I proceeded to Cnittor, to ik 
laid fiege on the 8:h and it capitulatéd dh the 
roth. . 

Vellore being once more in diftrefs for 
provifions it was neceflary that the army 
fhould again march io its relief, 

Having made our arrangements, the army 
marched on the 2d curt. towards Vellores 
Theenemy had afiembled in force on the 
Weftern banks of the Poti river, but on our 
approaching near, which was on the evening 
of the goth, they decamped, ahd retreated 
with precipitatation towards Lailapet; and 
left us to take up their ground in quiet, 
ciftant about twelve miles from our place of 
deftination, On the following morning, at. 
ten o'clock, when the army were crofling a 
deep morafs, our rear and left flank were 
attacked by a diftant cannonade from the 
enemy, whote different mancuvres were 
evidently with a view to impede our 
progrefs to Vellore, and to attack our bage 
gage and convoy. Having been completely 
foiled in their attempts to that ead, they 
thought proper to retire about three o'clock 
in the afternoon, after having kept up a 
heavy fire for about four hours, Our lofe 
on this occefion was killed 1 lieutenant, 19 
native non-commiffioned rank and file, and 
four horfes, Wounded, 2 lieutenants, 2 
European rank and file, 1 Souhedan, and 3§ 
non-commiflioned native rank and file, Muii- 
fing, 1 European rank and file, 4 natives, 
and 1 horfe, 

After the enemy had retired I profecuted 
My march, and encamped forthe night within 
four miles of Vellore, We arrived there the 
following morning, being the rrth, the very 
day, to which I had been pre-advifed by the, 
commanding officer of the garrifon the proe 

vifions would laft, A halting-day had be- 
come abfolutely neceflary for the refrefhment 
of the troops, and draft and carriage “cattle, 
Zs havine 
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having come upwearcs of 7o miles in five 
days, fothat I did notcommence my march 
back until the 13th, on which doy Heider 
appeared in fuli force, and ehofe «gain to 
make en attack by a diftant cannonaée, 
when our army was croffing the fame marhhy 
ground where he aitecked us on the Toth in 
going, About four o'clock in the s'ternoon 
the whole had got clear over the fwamp, and 
having puffed the bege ge with a proper 
gu-rd, 1] formed the line, and advanced upon 
the enemy with a!) the expedition the nature 
of the ground would admit of; upon which 
the encimy gave way, and retre ted with pre- 
cipitanon, We purlued them tili dark. and 
not without execution, as we kept up an ad- 
Wancing'firc u.onthem. It being impofiible 
to do more, we returned to our ground of 
encampment, where we arrived about mid- 
might. Our lofs on this occaficn was very 
trifling, only one officer wounded, and about 
Go rank ane file killed, wounded, and miffing.

tu me atthe battle of Sholingur, on which 
occahion his cunduét was deferving of the 
higheft »ppiaute, , 

i have had occafion to make a favourable 
mention of Lieutenant-Colonel Owen for 
his diftinguifhed condu@t in refifting, with a 
fmail detachmeat, the united cfforts of the 
whole of Heider’s army. Permit me the 
liberty of once more recurring tohim as an 
officer of great military abilities; he has ace 
quitted himfeif to my higheft- fatistadtion, 
and has rendered effential fervices to the 
publick in the courfe of the campaign,
